EDITORIAL 
Jesus Was Born in a Stable 


!t is an old story often retold. Jesus 
was born in a stable because there was no 
room in the inn. The rest of the story too, 
we treasure in our minds eye, the chorus of 
the angels, the adoration of the shepherds, 
the wise men and the star and the holy family. 

The stable—a filthy place was trans- 
ferred into the birthplace of one who was 
pure——Jesus the Son of God. The village of 
Bethlehem and the little country of Judea 
are forever hallowed. because of the stable 
in their midst. 

The memory and to some extent the in- 
fluence of the stable. has spread throughout 
the world. 

\t is right that at Christmas we should 
again recall the familiar story both in word 
and in song. But Christmas should mean 
more to us than that. | 

We believe that Christ was born in Beth- 
lehem nearly 2000 years ago. But if our 
thoughts are centred only on an historical 
event in a remote land and in a remote age 
it is not sufficient. it should mean something 
to us here and now. And it can! 

We need a new birth, a rebirth, the birth 
of Christ in our hearts. Christ’s often re- 
peated “the kingdom of heaven is within 
you’ means our. personal inward relationship 
to Him is what counts. The message of 
Christmas should include the thought that 
the birth in the stable should be repeated in 
our hearts. : 

O holy child of Bethlehem 

Descend to us, we pray 

Cast out our sin, and enter in— 

Be born in us today! 

We hear the holy angels 

The glad tidings tell 

Oh—come to us, abide with us 

Our Lord Emmanuel. 

Christianity means little to us unless 
this happens. But with such birth there will 
be a like transformation as that which took 
place in the original stable. Just as the in- 
fiuence of the stable in Bethlehem spread 
outwards so will the Christ child in ours hearts 
be seen by those around. 

It is good that nativity cribs with the 
“sheep and oxen standing by” are becoming 
more a part of our Christmas displays. They 
may or may not have been represented in 
the original stable but they are symbols we 
should treasure. The stable was not cleaned 
out. But at his birth Jesus became the cen- 
tral figure—the animals and the circum- 
stances were forgotten. Our hearts may not 
be pure and clean, they may in a sense be 
compared to the stable. Christ wants an en- 
try as they are. He can do the cleansing. 
He can transform the stable of our hearts. 
He can bring Bethlehem into our lives and the 
lives of others. 

“Come not to find, but make this 

troubled heart 

A dwelling worthy of thee as thou art 

To chase the gloom, the terror and 

the sin : 

Come, all thyself, yea come Lord Jesus 

in.” 

\t is rather unnecessary to request folk 
to put Christ into Christmas. We cannot put 
Him anywhere. He is always in Christmas 
though not always recognized. The use of 
Christmas Cards with scenes of the nativity, 
the setting up of nativity cribs, the writing 
of Christmas in full (without the X of illiter- 
ates) are helpful in recalling the historical 
event. More important is the real meaning 
of Christmas ‘God with us.” 

God with us, Christ in our hearts—the 
divine hand manifest in our lives. 

“Soy of heaven to earth come down.” 

Such love in our hearts that they will 
be filled with divine compasssion—to suffer 
with the poor and the distressed. 

Surely at Christmas we can at least find 

greater happiness in helping as far as we are 
able those in need. 

“Made lowly wise, we pray no more 

For miracle and sign 

Anoint our eyes to see within 

The common, the. divine. 

We turn from following thee afar 

And in unwonted ways 

To build from out our daily lives 

The temples of thy praise 

And not the less hearts be pure 

Nor less shall worship be 

When thou art found in all our life 

And all our life in thee.”

| MUSCA DOMESTICA - THE COMMON HOUSE. FLY 


An urgent appeal to the public to join the figh’ 
against Musca Domestica was made this week by Cr. 
G. den Dulk, President of the Shire of Altona. 


Cr. den Dulk explained that Musca Domestica 
was not some new dread disease, but simply the 
common house fly under its scientific name. 


An’ appeal has been made 
already by the Chairman 
of the Commission of Pubiic 
‘Health, Dr. Keyin Brennan, 
to take the most rigid pre- 
cautions in preventing the 
breeding of flies this sum- 
mer, and in turn, lessen the 
Tisk of infection from fly 
born diseases. 

As Dr. Brennan pointed 
out, flies are known carriers 
‘of over 40 diseases, among 
these the debilitating infec- 
tive hepatitis and infantile 
diarrohoea, the incidences of 


which are unfortunately in- 
creasing throughout the 
State. 


Cr. den Dulk said that 
whiie his council took every 
precaution possible and was 
Strengtheni.g these precau- 
ons, the final responsibility 
in fly control fell heavily on 
che householder. 

It would be impossible to 
snspect every house, farm 
and shop in the municipality 
30 that we must rely heavily 
on your suppert for a fy 
cree, healthy community. 

Cr. den Dulk pointed out 
chat Some very sound advice 
aad been given in the past 
which was well worth re- 
peating as a guide to indiv- 
idual efforts in combating 
Musca Domestica. 

For a start, a critical look 


should be taken at all pos- 
sible fly breeding grounds 
around the home Secondly, a 
rigid pattern of personal 
hygiene should be adopted, 
which begins with washing 
nands after every visit to the 
toilet and ‘before handling 
soodstuffs. Thirdly, every pos. 
sibie effort should be made 
.0 keep flies out of the home 
oy effective, properly instai- 
sed Insect screening. Fourthly 
any files that do succeed in 
entering the house shouid be 
Killed with a recognised in- 
Secticidal spray or aeroso: 
containing pyrethrum. 

‘We don’t believe it is pos- 
sible to eradicate flies com- 
Pletely but we can certain 
g0 @ long way to controlnn, 
chem so that they are im- 
peded in their deadly fignt 
vi diseas¢e-carrying into ou 
kitchens and dining rooms. 

The President said tnac 
this summer Altona Counci. 
would place parucular em 
phasis on the need to main- 
tain public health througn a 
clean community. 

“Make Musca Domestica 
your personal enemy iis 
summer and give your family 
every possible chance to es- 
cape the dread infection ot 
nepatitis and other danger- 
Jus and serious fly borne dis- 
ease,” Or. den Dulk added.

Half 
the parents were quite happy with the bus setup, the 
other half weren‘t and demanded two buses. After 
‘weeks of wrangling between themselves and writing 
to different departments, etc., the Transport Board 
inspectors came to me and asked if | would put on 
two buses. As there were less than 60 children in- 
volved, | refused, as it would mean employing an- 
other man. Instead, | told the inspectors that | had 
had enough of their wrangling and asked them to 
‘find someone else to carry the children. 





t accompanied them to Williamstown and arranged 
for another company to put on two buses. It is now 
costing the parents £20 per week to send the children 
to school instead of the £10 | was receiving. How 
long this will continue is anybody’s guess, but, judg- 
ing by the bare-fisted all-in-fight between two fathers 
in front of the children at the bus fast Monday 
morning it may not be too long. 


The boycott of the bus started after | had given 
notice of ceasing to operate the following week. They 
took the children’s bus fares and paid it into “kitty” 
so that they would have enough to pay for two buses 
the following week. However | wish them success.
